The  original  name  was  La  Haistre  or  Le  I/laitre  in  French  meaning 
"The  master11  .  The  spelling  is  now  varied  being  Lemaster,  Lamaster, 
Lee!  aster,  and  Leamasters.  Le  la  Haistre  descended  from  the  ancient 
house  of  Britt ainy,  Sieurs-de-la-Garlaye  in  the  Parish  of  Dervel, 
Diooese  of  llantes  in  France.  The  first  records  of  a  Lamaster  are  of 
Arthur  Le  Eaistre,  Sieur  of  Bois-Vert  Chamberlain  to  John  II,  Luke 
of  Brittiany,  1286  to  1312. 

The  first  records  we  have  of  a  Lemaster  in  the  United  States  are  of 
Claude  le  Ida  it  re  who  cane  to  Pew  York  in  165?  and  of  Abraham  who 
came  to  Maryland  before  1668. 

Richard  Rankin  Leamasters  was  born  14  Fovember,  16X2  in  Scott  Co., 
Indiana.  He  married  Jane  C.  Gladden  22  January,  1845  in  Scott  Co., 
and  he  died  5  September,  1.910  in  Bartholomew  Co.  near  Columbus, 
Indiana.  He  is  buried  in  Hew  Kimberlin  Cemetery,  Scott  Co.  There  is 
no  tombstone  to  mark  his  grave.

Both  believed,  to  have  died  in  Scott  Co.,  Indiana  and  buried  on  Old 
John  Kimberlin  farm  or  in  Old  Kimberlin  Cemetery.

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This  500-acre  "more  or  less"  tract  of  land  had  been  granted  in  1784 
to  Capt.  William  liar rod,  brother  of  Col.  James  Harrod  of  Kentucky 
for  his  services  under  General  George  Rogers  Clark  during  the 
Revolution.  Ilowevsr,  at  the  time  the  Kimberlins  settled  there  the 
land  belonged  to  Capt.  ITarrold 1 s  heirs  and  they  were  actually  squat¬ 
ters  e 

The  little  stream  on  which  they  built  a  substantial  house  of  white 
oalc  logs  is  now  known  as  Kimberlin  Creek.  Following  the  Pigeon 
Roost  Massacre ,  which  oc cured  on  September  3,  1812 ,  the  house  was 
conv  erred  into  a  fort,  or  blockhouse,  to  which  other  settlers  fled 
for  protection  from  the  Indians. 

Militia  troops  were  stat  ioned  there  until  the  end  of  the  War  of  1812 
The  old  house  site  and  the  nearby  ever-flowing  spring  are  still  to  be 
seen  today  on  the  farm  of  the  present  owner,  a  Luther  Campbell  of 
Kabo .  _ _

There  is  no  present  date  known  when  and  if  his  wife,  Ruth  Jones, 
came  to  the  county.  Also  his  son,  Jacob,  and  4  daughters:  Fancy, 
Susan,  Polly,  and  Sally  are  believed  to  have  been  among  the  early 
pioneers,  ills  son,  Abraham,  from  1812  on  ran  the  oldest  and  most 
profitable  tan  yard  in  pioneer  history  ait  what,  is  now  La.bb.  His  son 
!  Daniel,  was  in  the  Hattie  of  Tippcconce.  Prom  the  Chronicle  9  Sept, 
i  lOf 0 ,  published  in  Austin,  Indiana,  quote:  "We  regret  to  announce 
that  the  oldest  pioneer  in  Scott  Co.  is  no  more.

!  berlin  died  at  his  residence  in  Lexington  Twp.  last  Fordsy  in  the 
j  9?nd  year  of  his  age.  He  was  the  first  white  man  that  ever  married 
(May  1812)  or  cut  a  tree  in  the  territory  composing  Scott  Co.  un- 
j  quote .

His  name  appears  on  a  •.mm- 
ment  with  Joe  Lemaster  (scout)  just  behind  the  flag  in  Tu-Dnd si 
State  Park  in  Point  Pleasant,  best  Virginia.  Thought  to  hve  ksn 
in  First  Battle  of  Revolution,  In  Battle  of  Point  Pleasant,  10

Great  great  grandfather  w  s  Mathias  Sitler  who  was  responsible  for 
the  story  of  the  Baltimore  fortune.  Knthi's  Sitler  was  born  in 
1716  in  Germany.  He  was  banished  from  Germany  with  a  brother,  John 
because  of  religious  views.  He  came  to  York  Co.,  Fenn,  then  to 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  In  1778,  he  toak  the  oath  of  Allegiance ,  he 
died  in  Baltimore  in  1787 »  Mathias  made  a  lease  in  Baltimore’ in 
1776  leasing  land  away  from  his  daughter,  Catharine  and  her  heirs 
for  99  years,  over  a  disagreement  of  religion.  In  his  will ,  made 
12  October,  1785 >  he  leaves  to  Catharine,  quote:  11  I  give  and  de¬ 
vise  to  ny  daughter  Catherine  the  House  and  lott  were on  I  now  live 
with  the  annual  income  of  three  pound  two  ShTxTlng  and  six  pence 
Current  money  payable  to  me  as  Ground  rent  from  Negro  Fanny',  and 
also  the  Annual  sura  of  four  pounds  sterling  payable  to  one  as  Ground 
rent  from  V/m.  Wall  all  which  property  and  annual  Sum  of  money  I  Give 
to  my  said  Daughter  during  her  natural  life  and  after  her  decease  I 
give  the  same  to  the  Heirs  of  my  said  Daughter  Catherine  and  it  is 
my  express  will  and  desire  that  my  said  Daughter  possess  and  injoy 
the  said  property  from  and  after  the  decease  of  my  7/if e  Catherine, 
and  not  before."  Unquote. 

In  an  inventory  made  by  his  widow,  Catharine,  on  17  Oct.,  1787,  she 
lists  the  following:  1  wooden  house  and  lot  on  Howards  Street  being 
part  of  a  lot  which  is  subject  to  an  Annual  Ground  Henth- 15.10 
current  money. 

According  to  the  story  as  Baltimre  grew  larger,  it  built  on  this 
land  that  had  been  left  to  Catharine.

About  1905,  Lamasters  sent  a  lawyer  to  Baltimore, 
back  to  Indiana  saying  the  land  and  rent  from  the 
anf  for  the  Lamasters  to  get  proof  of  relationship . 
returned  to  Indiana,  he  said  he  had  made  a  mistake, 
ing  in  Baltimore  to  prove  Leamasters  had  any  land .  Members  01 
family  always  believed  someone  in  Baltimore  paid  him  to  forget  what 
he  had  found.  In  1904  most  of  the  business  section  of  Baltimore 
burnt,  and  the  orginial  lease  was  destroyed.

jane  C.  Gladden  was  born  30  March,  1824 »  in  Ghen  Co.,  Penn.  She 
married  Richard  Rankin  Leamasters  on  22  January,  1845  in  Scott  Co., 
Indiana.  She  died  18  January  1908  in  Scott  Co.  and  is  buried  in 
New  ICimberlin  Cemetery.  There  is  no  tombstone  marking  her  grave. 


PARENTS 


Elijah  Gladden  was  born  5  Feb.,  1796  in  Green  Co.,  Penn.  He 
married  Sarah  7/hit  latch  on  1  May  1819  in  Green  Co.,  Penn.  He  died 
5  Sept.,  1850  in  Scott  Co.,  Indiana.  Buried  in  Old  Kimberlin  Ceme- 
ery  (tombstone).  Gladdens  came  to  Scott  Co.  in  1831.  Elijah  Gladden 
had  one  known  brother.  Hugh,  whose  wife  was  Mary.  They  were  both 
dead  by  1050.  They  left  4  children  in  Green  Co.  all  under  the  age 
of  14.

Whitlatchs  were  originally  from  England  or  Wales.  They  were  well 
known  in  Green  Co.,  Penn,  before  1784.  The  1790  census  list  a 
Charles  Whitlatch  living  in  Washington  Co.,  Penn.  In  1799,  a 
Barnet  Whitlatch  patented  239  acres  of  land  in  Green  Co.  In  1800 
a  Barnet  Whitlatch,  whose  wif e  was  Elisabeth,  made  a  deed  for  119 
acres  of  land  on  Ten  Mile  Creek,  Green  Co.,  Penn.  A  Barnet  Whit¬ 
latch  served  in  Cusaps  Co.  from  Green  Co.  during  the  Revolutionay 
War.  There  are  so  many  Barnet  Whitlatchs  that  there  is  no  proof 
the  above  mentioned  belongs  to  our  family.  A  Thomas  Whitlatch 
and  a  brother  (believed  t  o  be  Charles)  came  from  England.  We  have 
a  lot  of  data  on  Whitlatchs,  but  no  proof  connecting  it  to  our  linef 
so  we  will  not  print  it  at  this  time .  The  Horn  Papers  list  Thomas 
Whit latch  as  son  of  Barney  Whitlatch.  Barney  Whitlatch  was  born  in 
1708  in  England.  He  came  to  Philadelphia  in  1752  ,  moved  to  Win¬ 
chester,  7a.  in  1761.  In  1768  he  moved  to  Green  Co.,  Penn.  (There 
is  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  of  Horn  papers.)  This  Barney  would  have 
been  father  of  Charles,  grandfather  of  Barnet,  great  grandfather  of 
Sarah  Whitlatch  Gladden.

The  Sitler  German 'society  was 
founded  in  1897  by  descendants  of  Mathias  Sitler,  none  of  Dietrich 9 s 
posterity  being  included,,  Upon  inquiry  Professor  Dimm  learned  that  its 
primary  object  was  to  assert  and  enforce  the  claims  of  the  heirs  of 
Mathias  Sitler  of  Baltimore  to  an  unsettled  estate  and  the  interests  in 
certain  grounds  in  Baltimore  whose  leases  had  expired  (to  which  property 
the  heirs  of  Dietrich  had  no  rights);  and*  that  accomplished,  to  use  the 
proceeds  to  prosecute  their  claims  to  the  estates  of  Baron  von  Staler «. 
However 9  the  officers  of  the  society  explained  that  it  then  had  neither 
charter  nor  constitution*  and  that  reorganization  to  secure  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  heirs  in  both  ’^ranches  was  possible ,  so  that  an 
agent  sent  to  Germany  would  represent  all  the  heirs,  all  of  whom  shou™

As  a  result  of  the  exerations  of  Professor  Dimm  and  his  coworkers 
it.  was  planned  to  hold  a  meeting  at  which  all  the  descendants  of  Mathias 
and  Dietrich  Sitler  should  be  represented*  and  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Sitler  German  Society  called  such  a  meeting* 

at  Harrisburg?  the  dat  e  being  set  Oct.  23*  1900 , ' in  order  to  acquaint 
those  interested  with  the  known  facts;  to  amplify  these  as  much  as 


possible  from  other  information  in  the  family;  and  to  secure  definite 


promises  of  assistance,  for  the  fund  necessary  to  carry  on  the  researches 
which  v/ere  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the  legal  action.  At  Philadelphia 
the  cooperation  of  a  lawyer  engaged  by  one  of  the  group  of  the  family 
was  secured*  his  clients  falling  in  with  the  general  plan.

Pennsylvania,  and  forty  years  before  the  Declaration  of  Independence „ 

The  brothers  settled  on  lands  now  included  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster? 
and  Berks,  and  Dietrich  remained  a  citizen  of  the  latter  county  ‘to  the 
end  of  his  days*  and  was  buried,  as  his  descendants  believe,  at  the 
Koselera  Church  in  Richmond  township.  In  the  course  of  his  investigations 
during  the  summer  of  1500  Professor  Dimm  visited  an  old  church*  the 
oldest  house  of  worship  in  all  that  region,  located  on  a  tract  of  land 

(103  acres)  presented  to  the  German  Lutherans  by  a  sen  of  William  Perm ,
